So far as is 
known at present, only t«o employes wire 
feilW, tat 11 is a'miracle that the list of tie 
dead was not'quadrupled.

Blairs, over.tbe Green 
room, Is the-.cabinet room, whlch-Is the 
first apartment in the south side of the 
hall, a Jog o! two steps, at the private aocr 
Into the President's room, marking the 
raised celling of the East room below. The 
President reaches bis office, through the 
cabinet'room', entering.tbe latter from the 
library, .which corresponds on the .second 
floor-witb'the.Blue room o[ the state apart- 
ments./ President Arthur; indeed, used the 
library for his office, and the cabinet cham- 
ber for an anteroom, while; bis private sec- 
retary was; domiciled In the' traditional. of- 
flee of tbe President. During his first term 
Mr. Cleveland preserved the same arrange- 
ment:'but General Harrison went back to 
tbe office hallowed-by. Lincoln's occupancy, 
and Mr.-: Cleveland, on :hla return,. found 
the arrangement so satisfactory that he 
continued it. 


Beyond the President's large square office 


is the corner room -where Private' Secretary 
Thurber Is always either wrestling with the 
details of - executive: business -Or standing 
with his shoulder braced against the crowd 
struggling to see the President. It to a nar- 
row apartment, and might be called appro- 
priately the ."Hall of the Disappointed," 
the suggestion being' 'emphasized ,by': por- 
traits of the greatest of Presidential aspir- 
ants, Clay and Webster,-to which Mr. 
Thurber baa added, as hia private property, 
an engraving of: the ;closest contestant for 
the office, Governor Tllden. 


On the north side of the hall there are 


two rooms which correspond to those on 
the south side' Just described,'the'small one 
being occupied by. Mr. O. Ij.' Pruden; tie 
assistant, secretary since General .Grant's 
time, and the custodian of the office books 
as well as of the>traditions which govern 
the, public social routine of tho cTCcutivo 
mansion; In his room sits the telegraph 
clerk at his instrument, and by the window 
Is a telephone, which saves a great amount 
of messenger service between the Presi- 
dent and tho departments. Occasionally a 
Congressman, with less ceremony than dis- 
cretion, attempts to get an: appointment 
with the ear of the President over tbe tele- 
phone,'and there is a record of a stage 
earthquake produced in the private secre 
tary's room by a furious Congressman who 
found the telephone Ineffective," and his 
Olympian style-even, less so. N otwith- 
standihg that it is'almost.the sole modern 
Improvement In the White House, tbe Pres- 
ident has been'seen; at the telephone but 
once; and then, needless 'to say; 'not on 
call.

THE HIKBOR ESPLAIADE. 


Stntt OommiHioner Cotton's PUm for 


Street Commissioner Cotton lias prepared 


a part of the working plans for' the pro- 
posed esplanade at Wellington avenue, aud 
submitted It to Ihe 'highway 'committee at 
Its meeting last night.. He proposes sev- 
eral things not heretofore considered In 
connection with tills work. 
In the am 


nlace.lt Is suggested, aud the council will 
rrobably coincide In the recommendation, 
that the Marcbanl street wwer, which now 
empties into the liarbor at the end of 
Marchaut street, bo continued along Wel- 
lington avenue to and through the pro- 
posed pier near the end of Chastellux ave- 
nue, a distance of 2,600 feet, and dis- 
charged Into the deep water which will be 
found there. The sewer Is to be eighteen 
Inches and will be laid to the north ot the 
present roadway. Owing to the low cost oi 
pipe and the other work on the esplanade 
It Is estimated that this sewer can be built 
for 13,700, a very low price. It will take 
lho sewerage from the Marcbant street 
sewer, which now drains the valley and the 
Intercepllng streeis; tbe Houston avenue 
and Wilbur street sevrers and the private 
sewers from Ilalidon bill. The present out- 
let Is very objectionable 'and when tho 
part Is completed if will bo rnoro so. 
Where the new oullet will be It is thought 
It will be unobjectionable. Storm water 
overflows will be provided lor the lower 
streets, and that for (he main sewer will 
remain as now. 


Another thing,proposed by Captain Cot- 


ton Is the removal of the present surface of 
the marsh,'pile it along Wellington ave- 
nue and use It later for the surface of the 
new park. Tho soil to a depth of,perhaps 
three and a half feet Is Impregnated with 
vegetable, matter, and seems .capable of 
being made into good soil. Samples of the 
soil have been sent to the libocle Island 
Agricultural College where It has been an- 
alyzed, and a partial-report has been made 
thereon. It is thought that If the surface

There 


Is Ihe badly constructed bed that disap- 
points, and there Is the complete, well 
made bed which, whether set up soon 
alter mid-winter or a monlb later, proves 
a success iu Its heating powers, In keep- 
Ing Its shape, and in yielding profitable re- 
turns to the market or other grower, large 
In proportion lo its cost. The construction. 
of such a hotbed Is Iho subjecl of an Il- 
lustrated description by Charles A. Long, 
in American Gardening: 


Tbo location should be one that will 


admit ol drainage Irom the excavation that 
Is made to hold the manure. To have a 
bed that acts as a catch basin for water 
In case of a heavy tbaw"'or a rainfall Is 
loo risky. If the bed be also sheltered by 
an evergreen or other wind break. It means 
much In retention of heal. First provide 
sufficient space for the heating material. 
Referring to the cut, b shows a hotbed a 
feet wide, and the space around should not 
bo less than 3 feet, and In the north even 
4 feet would bo no mistake; In depth, 2 
feet below Ihe surface Is about right. This 
calls lor a largo stock ol manure, but the 
manure not only gives a complete and pay- 
lug bed, but it Is afterward on hand for 
enriching IHo garden. 


Tho foundation Is a matter of Import- 


ance, that tho bed may retain an exact 
position without reference to Iho settling

ot Iho manure. In tho case illustrated tbe 
foundation consists ol oak stakes 3& feet 
In lengln, driven Into the ground to a depth 
ol about 2 feel. For a four sash bed use 
12 stakes (a In the sketch). 
These are 


driven home and capped by a plank ripped 
into three pieces. 5 or C Inches wide ana 
as long as the bed Is to bo. 
The Irame is 


set upon these planks as shown. 
Within 


this frame Is a bottom made ol 1 inch rough 
boards which rest on the strips, and on 
this Is placed the soil. Tlius Is the.bed 
firm and will last for at least ten years. 
To prevent heaving of the stakes previous 
lo making uptime in winter, some manure 
may be piled around the base of each. 


In making the bed, remove the sash and 


the board boltom, then flu In the manure 
evenly over the entire excavation c, tramp- 
ing It uniformly and flrmly. Under the 
frame Itsell the manure Is to be brought 
up to the top ol the strips that rest on the 
slakes. Indeed, It may be brought several 
inches higher, counllug on IhB boards and 
Iho soil to press It down-to its proper place. 
Outside tho frame the manure Is to bo 
piled to make a slopo from the sash lo tho 
ground level. The slope of tho hotbed it- 
self should always be toward the south- 
that is, tho sash exposed to the. sun. In 
order lo preserve as much heat as possible 
no better means can bo employed than 
shutters covering the manure as shown in 
the engraving. These aro rnaflo ol three- 
fourlhs Inch sluff secured with clinch nails 
lo cross slats. They should be made of a 
sizo convenient to handle. II, after the 
hr-at be somewhat spent, any difficulty be 
found in keeping up the temperalure de- 
siretl, tbe shutters may bo removed, some 
of the lining thrown out and fresh manure 
put In its place. 


Protection against cold must be given 


In the shape of sash covers. Straw mats 
arc much used, but best gardeners prefer 
wooden shntlcrs. 
The main reliance as 


heating material lor a hotbed is strawy 
horse manure or a mixure of this and olber 
Iresh manure. Forest leaves arc excellent 
to mix up with tho manure, as they decay 
slowly, tending to prolong fermentation 
and also to make tho healing more uni- 
form.

5100,000 does not grow on every bush in the 
little suburban hamlet. But Mr. Iselin Is 
not tho only complainant. 
There are a 


hundred residents alongshore, yachtsmen 
and others, who are making a vociferous 
demand for the abatement of the nuisance 
and Mr. Iselln's suit would only be tho 
forerunner of a score of them. 


Some of the residents held a meeting 


and framed a bill authorizing tho building 
ol a pumping station at Hudson Park which 
would pump the sewage out into deep wa- 
ter, where the tide could get at it and 
carry It away. Such a station will cost 
555,000, it Is estimated, but it would he 
cheaper than paying a few claims like C 
Oliver Iselln's. The local board of health, 
after appointing a committee to investi-
